cut alfalfa as soon as the dew ts off 
In the morning, rake it green and baal 
ft in the same day that itis cut, the 
only precaution belng that there be no 
‘moisture on the hay other than that 
contained in the green stems and leaves. 
He stores the hay In large corncribs, 
the bottoms of which are elevated sev- 
eral feet above the ground with more 
or less open spaces, and the aldes of 
The ertbs are

of alfalfa from eleven acres of ground 
and. only cover the bottom. of the erits 
toa depth of 4 or 3 feet, The hay Is 
spread over the whole crib bottom in 
an even.
